.Kearns tiled the remittal or sus­ 
pension of more than 50 per cent of 
fines Imposed for violation of these 
statutes, and asserted that such leni­ 
ency had only a tendency to create 
disrespect for the laws and subse­ 
quently increase the number of viola­ 
tions. 
Prosecutions by the division during 
the fiscal year of 1923-24 numbered 
156; fines assessed totaled $3,275, of 
which $1,370 wore paid. 
Those sus­ 
pended, remitted or not paid, owing 
to appeal, aggregated $1,905 and costs 
assessed totaled $1,073.25, of which 
$927.30 were paid.

the Pacific is by the “Great Circle 
route near Alaska—there has been a 
growing recognition of the need of a 
naval base in Alaskan waters. 
Cor­ 
dova, most recently mentioned as a 
possible selection, is described in a 
bulletin from the Washington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society as “a sort of American Kirk­ 
wall. since it has Alaska’s Scapa Flow 
at its door.” 
Cordova is on Cordova bay, a deep, 
j commodious, well-protected harbor it­ 
self,” says the bulletin. 
‘‘Rut that is 
only the beginning of harbor facilities. 
Just around an island corner is Orca 
liny, also an excellent haven; and 
Orca is a vestibule to Prince William 
sound, Alaska’s Scapa Flow. 
Alaska’s “Scapa Flow.” 
“Here is a huge anchorage, bul­ 
warked from the Pacific by islands, 
dotted with others, and with its m ar­ 
gins opening up 
into great fjords 
which spread out in every direction 
Uke the tentacles of an octopus. Many 
navies could float in the open waters 
,of Prince William sounds or, if un­ 
usual 
weather 
conditions 
brought 
rough water beyond Its island bulwark, 
could find Slug, peaceful havens in its 
fjords or behind its high islands. 
■‘Prince William sound can be ori­ 
ented by the fact that its waters form 
the extreme northeastern corner of the 
Pacific ocean. 
The oceanward line of 
Alaska s pan-handle’ extends roughly 
in a straight line to tile northwest, an4 
this line is continued to the innermost 
part of Prince Wiliiam sound. 
There 
the corner is formed, and tile general 
direction of the coastline veers oil at 
right angles to extend into tile Alaska 
peninsula and sweep off aking the 
Aleutians toward Asia. A group of is­ 
lands has fenced this corner ''off and 
made a huge deep-water sound out 
of It. 
“The town of Cordova has not yet 
reached its m ajority, but it bas become 
tile modest metropolis of the Prince 
William sound region, though several 
of Its competitors are well over a score j 
of years Old. 
Unlike most Alaskan 
towns, Cordova was made by copper, 
not gold. 
it Is the port for the rich 
copper mines of tile Copper river and 
the coast terminus of the Copper River 
A Northwestern railway, the first rail­ 
road of considerable length to be built 
in Alaska. 
The town is not at the 
mouth of the Copper river, being situ- 1 
ated some twenty miles farther west * 
along the coast. 
The river develops a 
broad, marshy delta, whose coast is 
without harbor sites. 
“ Hie need of Alaska for railroads 
was dramatically illustrated by the sit­ 
uation in the Copper River valley. 
Vastly rich copter mines existed 200 
miles up the valley, but even pure cop­ 
per nuggets (on*> weighing three tons 
was discover*-!) could not be brought 
out save at a cost greater than their 
value 
The first train from the Alines 
in IOU carried 250,000 tons of ore to 
Cordova; and in one week in 1910 the 
port shipped ore worth more than $7,- 
000,000—about the price paid to Rus­ 
sia by the United States in 1807 for 
the entire territory. 
Harbors Open Year Round. 
“Cordova and Valdez, its neighbor­ 
ing competing port, ure two of the very 
few survivals #of tile Spanish names 
given to Alaskan places by early Span­ 
ish navigators.
